DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-17,1 9-21 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• With respect to claims 1 , 1 1 , 1 5 and 1 7, the prior art made of record 
fails to suggest either singly or in combination a novel seating structure 
including a plurality of boss structures arranged in a pattern, a plurality 
of web structure adjoining adjacent boss structures, wherein at least 
some of the web structures are non-planar, define a hinge structure 
and are spaced apart to define openings there between. 

• With respect to claim 1 9, the prior art made of record fails to suggest 
either singly or in combination a novel seating structure including a 
plurality of boss structures arranged in a pattern, a plurality of web 
structure adjoining adjacent boss structures, wherein at least some of 
the web structures are spaced apart to define substantially X-shaped 
openings there between when viewed in a direction perpendicular to 
the seating structure support surface and the boss structures vary in 
lateral length and longitudinal length.
